He said Madison County lawyers 
who opposed retention of Circuit 
Judges Victor Mosele and John 
DeéLaurenti should be held responsi- 
ble: for false statements about the 
judges. The statements were 
disseminated by the ‘Committee for 
an Improved Judiciary.” 

}‘Lawyers have the right to speak 
freely. but not falsely,’’ Larkin said. 

Attorneys for the lawyers argued 
their rights to free speech and 
association under the First and 14th 
Amendments to the U.S. Constitu- 
tion would be violated if action is 
taken against them over their par- 
ti¢ipation in the anti-retention 
campaign.

The Madison County Sheriff's 
Department plans no changes in 
Policing at taverns in the wake of 
two fatal shootings on successive 
weekends.

LEBANON. — If Wednesday 
night was any indication, this 
basketball season might be 
similar to last year’s.
